Philadelphia, Oct. ll (AP) — An­ 
alyzing tile "eye in football," op­ 
tometrists of Pennsylvania conclud­ 
ed today that one reason little Davey 
O’Brien passes so accurately and is 
so hard to catch when he’s sprint­ 


ing over a gridiron is that he can 
see better sideways than up and 
down. 
The conclusion was based on a 
series of tests given O’Brien and 
nine other members of the Phila­ 
delphia Eagles, national professional 
football team, at the 43rd annual 
convention of the Pennsylvania op­ 
tometric association. 
Conducted by Dr. William N Gil­ 
bert, of the Pennsylvania college of 
optometry, the tests were intended 
principally to determine the extent 
of a player’s field of vision and pos­ 
sibly to suggest changes in the 
team ’s playing positions to overcome 
hitherto unsuspected handicaps. 
The tests showed, Doctor Gilbert 
said, that O’Brien’s view to the right 
and left is above par 
When he’s 
running, he can see a tackler coming 
alongside before the average player. 
When he’s passing, he can quickly 
spot a receiver in the clear. 
"Due to the type of work these 
men 
do,” 
Doctor 
Gilbert 
added, 
"there Is a restricted vertical vision 
in every case. This may be due in 
part to bruises and injuries above 
the eyes, which causes growth of a 
protective tissue.

Pittsburgh, Oct. II (AP)—A new 
high-test safety glass developed by 
five American concerns at a cost of 
$6,000,000 bulges and bends before 
breaking, doesn't shatter into razor­ 
sharp splinters upon sudden impact 
and can be rolled up like a rug when 
broken in a thousand pieces. 
This new industrial marvel de­ 
signed to benefit drivers of auto­ 
mobiles is produced by sandwiching 
sheets of plastic, called "vinal,” be­ 
tween layers of glass. 
It resulted from nearly a decade 
of research, testing and develop­ 
ment by the Pittsburgh Plate Glass 
company together with the Carbide 
and Carbon Chemicals corporation, 
LJbbey-Owens-Ford Glass company, 
E. I. DuPont De Nemours and com ­ 
pany, Inc., and M onsanto Chemical 
company. 
"When 
ordinary 
safety 
glass 
shatters like a soda cracker during 
cold 
weather, 
the 
new 
high-test 
vinal glass will stay together under 
much greater shock," said Dr. J. H. 
Sherts, 
technical 
advisor 
to 
the 
motor industry for Pittsburgh Plate 
G lass 
"That’s because it is from four to 
five tim es stronger. Even at average 
temperatures the new glass still is 
two and one-half tim es as effective 
as the old."

recognition from Franklin institute, 
Philadelphia, to the Ave companies 
for "laudable co-operation."
